A f t e r 
considering 
the 
“direct 
benefits” county fruit growers along 
with other residents of the county 
have received by increased tourist 
travel through this state and the 
nation-w ide publicity given its a t­ 
tractions by the Pennsylvania State 
Publicity 
commission, the 
Adams 
County F ruit Growers’ association 
sent a resolution to Governor James 
at their February meeting Thursday 
evening asking th at the commission 
he con tin u ed fo r another biermtttm 
The resolution, presented by D. C 
Jacobs. Arendtsville, endorsed the 
work of the commission for the last 
two years and urged against its in­ 
terruption now when World’s fair 
traffic will bring many tourists to 
this .section of the country. 
Point­ 
ing to the increased state revenue 
from tourists through gasoline tax, 
the resolution labeled discontinuance 
of the commission a "false economy.” 
Protest Farm Show Space 
Copies of the measure are to be 
sent also to State Senator John S. 
Rice, Assemblyman G R Thompson, 
Henry M Scharf, local member of 
the publicity commission, and the 
executive secretary of the commis­ 
sion. 
The county fruitm en took action 
in another m atter that is to receive 
attention at Harrisburg. 
A protest 
was framed to be sent to Secretary 
of Agriculture John H. Light com­ 
plaining th a t space given over at 
the farm show this year for fruit 
and vegetable displays was too close 
to judging areas for swine and other 
I’vestock,

The greater part of the meeting, 
which was held in the Biglerville 
high .school building, was given over 
to illustrated talks by fruit insect 
and disease ,-peciaiists from Penn-

The importance 
of the subject was porn ted out by 
President H. M. Weigle, who said 
th a t within the next four or five 
m onths county fruitm en will spend 
more than $1 000.000 for labor, fer­ 
tilizer and sprays in producing the 
1939 fruit crop.

MAY SPEND MORE 


ON MAIL PICK-UP 


W ashington, Feb. 24 <AP> 
An 
additional $200,000 may be expended 
bv the Postoffice departm ent in de­ 
velopment of automatic pick-up and 
autogyro air mail service. 
The plan was outlined by Charles 
P G raddick, superintendent of air 
m ails in published records Unlay of 
hearings on Postoffice departm ent 
appropriations tor the fiscal year 
1940. 
Plans for an experimental pick­ 
up mail route through Pennsylvania, 
West Virginia and Ohio already 
have been completed and operations 
are scheduled to start about May 14. 
Explaining the request for an a d ­ 
ditional appropriation of $200,000. 
Graddick told a house comm ittee 
the departm ent wanted to obtain 
complete information on the pick­ 
up and autogyro service for com ­ 
parison, 
He said the autogyro service would 
be used for feeder routes connect­ 
ing with main air lines if experi­ 
m ents were successful on a route 
between the Philadelphia postoffice 
and airport. 
Initial tests were made there three 
years ago, and showed an autogyro 
loaded with mail could safely land 
on the roof of the postoffice. 
Discussing the pickup service, he 
told the committee: 
“The airplane will have a device 
th a t lowers a rope about 65 feet 
below the plane 
There is a hook 
apparatus on the end of th at rope 
and in the plane is a shock ab ­ 
sorber which in the event of trouble 
will break the rope at a certain 
stress. 
On the ground there are 
two poles and there is a rope sus­ 
pended between the twro poles and 
having a certain patent release de­ 
vice.

AMPUTATE ARM 


OF RAILROADER 


INJURED HERE; 


LEG IS BROKEN 


W ith 
his 
mangled 
left 
arm 
am putated near the shoulder and 
fractures of 
both 
bones of his 
left leg, Amos Lynn, 51, Hagerstown. 
Maryland, a yard conductor for the 
W estern Maryland railroad, was a 
patient in the W arner hospital today 
suffering from the shock of injuries 
he received beneath the wheels of a 
shifting freight train in the local 
Reading company yards, Thursday. 
The accident occurred about 4:20 
o’clock 
while 
Lynn 
and 
other 
W estern Maryland trainm en were 
up” a train from 
brought 
here over 
the 
Reading 
lines for destinations south and 
east of here along the W estern 
Maryland. No one saw the mishap 
occur and the exact 
m anner in 
which it happened is unknown, even 
by men who were working nearby. 
Lynn has been unable to discuss 
the accident, although his condition 
was given as “good” today. 
Cars Moving Slowly 
The 
freight 
train 
was 
being 
backed 
very 
slowly 
toward 
the 
Reading station by Engineer E n in 
Hetrick. Hanover, when Brakem an 
Clifton Weaver, Hagerstown, noticed 
Lynn was not at his place by the 
cars and then he saw the conductor 
lying between the tracks and under 
a slowly moving car. 
The train was brought to a stop 
within a few feet 
and 
Weaver 
dragged Lynn from under the train. 
The injured man. who did not lose 
consciousness was loaded quickly 
into a nearby 
automobile of a 
member of the crew and rushed to 
the hospital by Brakem an Clifton 
C arr and Firem an J. E. Hyde, both 
of Hanover. 
T he leg injury had broken beth 
bones below the knee and the left 
arm was mangled at the wrist. 
There also was a crushing injury to 
the upper part of the same arm. 
On Thursday evening the arm was 
am putated. 
It is believed a freight car wheel 
passed over the arm, while the leg 
injury may have been the result of 
Lynn being dragged or twisted by 
the car. The leg was not run over. 
W hether Lynn attem pted to set a 
hand brake and lost his balance 
and fell beneath the car is not 
known.
